pXPRESSIONS OF SYMPATHY FOR THE 
PERSECUTED WOMAN. 


Nova Scotia’s Burdens Set Forth—Im- 
peachment Proceedings Against a Por- 
tuguese Ex-Oftiotal—Atring Canadian 
Boodlers- Russian Food Inspection to 
prevent Adulteration. 


LONDON, Feb. 6.—The light that is 
thrown upon the case Of the Mrs. Osborne, 
who is now confined in Hanloway Jail In- 
armory, and the more the conduct of the 
treasury officials in regard to the bungling 
which followed her arrest is investigated the 
greater is the degree of sympathy expressed 

for the unhappy lady. In fact, there seems 
tobe no doubt thatthe attention of Parlia- 
ment will be called to the heartless behavior 
of the law officers of the Crown. Full repar- 
ation, froma financial standpoint, has al- 
ready been made to all persons interested, 
and few people can see the necessity of heap- 
ing unnecessary pain upon a broken-hearted 
and repentant woman. Nobody would be 
surprised it a jury finds Mrs. Osborne guilty, 
strongly recc mmends her to mercy,and if the 
presiding justice inflicts a merely gominal 
penalty upon her. 

The only obstacle in the way of abandoning 
her prosecution seems to be the dread pub- 
officials have nowadays of public clamor 
and the fearthey haveof being taxed with 
favoring Mrs. Osborne, the wife of Capt. Os- 
borne of the army, while. it might be thrown 
in their races that they would not 60 ta vor a 
woman in an humbler walk of life.

About the middle of last 
month Senor Carvalho informed the Council 
of Min re of what he had done and the 
President of the Council laid the matter be- 
fore the Cortes.

Carvalho had resigned. The President 
further declared that his efforts to finda 
man who would accept the office of Finance 
Mintster had failed, and that in consequence 
the whole ministry had resigned. 

Senhor Carvalho afterwards explained in 
both chambers the nature of his proceedings 
during his term of office. He stated that he 
had arranged for payments amounting to 
17,000 centos of reis during this period, and 
when he accepted Office the only resources 
avaliable were 600 centos remaining from the 
tobacco loan. 

Senhor Carvalho was visibly affected in 
making his statement. He said he supposed 
his political career was at an end, but that if 
all his combinations for saving the country 
from financial disaster had been revised he 
would have been a hero. He had, however, 
saved the country from bankruptcy on three 
occasions—in June, October and January— 
when he had secured the payments of the 
coupons then falling due.

A CRITICISM ON THE M’KINLEY BILL DENOUNCED 
AS TWADDLE. 

Loxbpox, Feb. 6.—The Sheffield Telegraph 
is furious at the recent speech ofthe Rt. 
Hon. Anthony J. Mundella, Member of Par- 
liament for the Right Side Division of Shef- 
field and formerly the President of the Board 
of Trade in Mr. Galdstone’s last cabinet. 
Mr, Mundella, inthe speech referred to, de- 
scribed the new commercial treaties as being 
a general break-up of the tariff on the Con- 
tinent, saying that he believed that the Mc- 
Kinley bill was the harbinger of free trade. 
The sheffield Telegraph says in this connec- 
tion that it admires Mr. Mundella’s forensic 
tact, but ventures to say that it was not 
tempered with discretion, and then asks if 
the Liberals will believe such twaddle.

ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 6.—Lieut.-Gen. Count 
Ignatieff, Governor General of Kief, Volhini 
and Podolia, has senta circular letter to the 
governors under his control, enjoining upon 
them the utmost vigilance in inspecting grain 
and flour intended for the use of the famine 
sufferers and declaring that they must adopt 
vigorous measures to prevent any adultera- 
tion. The Governors are instructed to im- 
mediately dismiss police officials who are 
detected in conniving at frauds. The Ameer 
of Bokhara has informed Baron Wrevski, 
Governor-General of Turkestan, that having 
heard of the distress in Russia and asa proof 
of his attatchment tothe Russian throne he 
has decided to contribute the sum of 100,000 
roubles tothe famine relief fund of which 
the Czarwitch is president.

CHARLES TRAVIS THE VICTIM OF HIs

DOES SUPPLY AND DEMAND. FIX THE 
PRICE OF PRODUCTS? 


Conflicting Opinions Advanced in the 
Hearing Before the House Agricul- 
tural Committee Mr. Hatch Aims a 
Blow at Statistician Dodge—A Kansas 
Defender — Congress, 


WASHIXGTON, D. O., Febs 6.—Mr. A. J. 
Sawyer of Minneapolis, who was before the 
House Committee on Agricalture a few days 
ago in opposition to the anti-option bill, to- 
day continued his statement to the commit- 
tee respecting the system of business prac- 
ticed by the large wheat buyers of the North- 
west,and defending the custom of buying 
options on the exchanges to cover the pessi- 
bility of loss on the wheat in élevators,. He 
said the speculator cartied the surplus 
for the actual wheat buyers under 
the option system, and enabled them to 
sell their wheat from time to time as fast as 
it could be disposed of. If the Wheat in store 
could be moved forward the market would be 
giutted and cash wheatgvould fall toa very 
low price. By sellipg futures against the 
wheat he had in elevators, the elevator 
owner insured himself against loss. 

Mr. Moses said that cotton brokers seam to 
lose money through spot cotton going down, 
while futures were going up, and asked Mr. 
Sawyer if he was not liable to loss in this. 

Mr. Sawyer admitted that he was, and said 
that he had to teke that risk in the business. 
He lost $40,000 at oneclip,’’ in this way, 
and another time a private company had lost 
$100,000 by consigning wheat to London and 
buying options against it here, through the 
home and foreign markets working exactly 
against the company’s interest. Something 
had been said about the high price of farm 
products, twenty or more years ago, com- 
pared with the priges of to-day. Farmers 
then had a tariff on everything they exported, 
though they did not Know it. The tariff was 
the premium on gold, which the advancing 
ltent with each adyance ofa cent in the 
premium of gold.

A CHILIAN INCIDENT. 


Capt. Schley Was Prepared for an Attack 
on the Baltimore, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 6.—An interesting 
incident in connection with the Ohilian difi- 
culty Nas not before been made public. After 
the attack on the sallors of the Baltimore ex- 
citement ran high in Valparaiso, as will. be 
remembered. Rumors were thick and fre - 
quent here that that the Chillans intended ta 
attack the Baltimore. The naval demonstra- 
tions on their part were very threatening, 
and of such a character that Capt. Schley felt 


impelled to put his ship in order fora hot 
fight, if it was forced upon him.

A Conference to Determine How They 
Shall Be Held. 


COMMITTEES OF BOTH PARTIES WILL 
CONSIDER THE MATTER. 


A Question That Has Arisen in Reference 
to the Australian Ballot Law— A 
Change That Is of Doubtful Legality 
and Opposed by Many—A New Bill to 
Be Presented. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 6.—The country 
rowns are in astate of upheaval over the 
matter of holding town elections. It has 
been decided now to settle the controversy 
by a decisive move. Charles Partridge, 
Secretary of the Republican State Central 
Committee, and Theodore Nelson, Secretary 
ofthe Democratic State Centra) Committee, 
have sent out letters tothe|two committees 
Suggesting a joint conference on the ques- 
tion. 

The entire difficulty arose in a rather curi- 
us transaction. When the Austration ballot 
bill became a law Sherwood Dixon, a repre- 


fsentative from Lee County, assisted George 


O. Lyman, editor of the Amboy Gazette, in 
the preparation ofa digest which was pub- 
jishead in that paper. The Board of Super- 
isors of Lee County indorsed the law 
nd recommended its adoption at the town 
lections. Mr. Partridge read the digest and 
was enamored of it. He wrote to Mr. Lyman 
and asked him his terms for printing copies 
for general distribution. The editorat once 
came up to Chicago. During the negotia- 
tions Mr. Partridge noticed that the editor of 
the Amboy Gazette had told the farmers that 
it was not necessary to advertise in the 
papers, and hurry out their nomination as 
the law provided, To this Mr. Partridge 
took exceptions. He wrote to Attorney- 
General Hunt for an opinton upon this one 
point, and received in reply a long decision 
making a distinction between the election of 
town officers and town meetings and the 
“elections’’ comprehended in the bill, and 
stating that town meetings will not be held 
under the Australian law. 

For many generations the election of town 
officers has been conducted in the same old 
way. The farmers assemble in the Town 
Hall at 8 o’clock in the morning and elect a 
Moderator and a Town Clerk, who have en- 
Ure charge of the ballots. At noon the box Is 
locked and the two officers proceed home to 
Cinner. At 1 o’clock the dignitaries of the 
day return and open the boxes. They are 
hot closea again until ‘‘along about sun- 
down,’’ and not while a voter who has not 
voted is anywhere in the neighborhood. 
The advent of the new law with its revolu- 
tions is viewed with alarm. The two State 
Central Committees believe it is in the inter- 
est of better government, even in these rural 
loc: ities, to have the new law put into 
effect, and itis therefore proposed that they 
meet and decide which plan will be adopted 
Universally, the old orthe new. Then when 
the next Legislature meets the defects in the 
bill will be remedied, ifany exist.

AMBULANCE PHYSICIANS’ CORPS. 


Many Patients Die Wh Lives ‘Might 
Have Been Saved if the Had Pro- 
vided for Prompt Attention Being 
Given to Their Cases Needed Re- 
form. 


Afew days ago & man who had been em- 
ployed on a steamboat was sent in a city 
ambulance to the Oity Hospytal. He walked 
from the boat up the What to the wagon and 
was jogged along over the stones and rough 
streets to the hospital, where it was found 
that he had an internal rupture and only 
escaped dying in the wagon because of his 
unusually strong constitution. Last nigh} a 
man was cut and Was taken a long distance 
in the wagon to the hospital. During the 
ride his bowels protruded throngh the wound 
and he was not given the slightest attention 
until he got to the hospital, and by 
the time he arrived there his 
case had been Made a great deal worse as a 
result of the neglect, Such instances as 
these occur every day almost, and at the end 
of the yearthe ‘‘stretcher’’ cases recorded 
at the hospital and at the Dispensary number 
up into the thousands, It is impossible to 
compute the lives lost m consequence, but 
that they are many there is no doubt and all 
the city physicians will say 80. 

AMBULANCE PHYSICIANS NEEDED, 

The only remedy possible is to have a 
corps of ambulance physicians as is the 
practice in other cities, These doctors could 
go with the wagon. to the place where the 
patient is waiting. Then he couldapply what 
emergency assistance might be necessary, 
learn the history of the case and help the 
patient materially ina variety of ways. Then 
he could ride in the ambulance with 
his patient to the hospitalorthe Dispensary 
as the emergencies of the case might sug- 
gest. It is safe tosay that the doctor 
would save the city his salary by shortening 
the time necessary to eéffect a cure in the 
patient and making unnecessary the ex. 
pensiveand dangerous surgical operations 
which are now necessary only because 
of the neglect of the cases in their 
early stages. The idea of having a corps of 
ambulance physicians Is notanew one, it 
has been urged time and time again, but the 
city governwent bas always found an excuse 
for not appropriating the money. So hopeless 
has been the crusade, apparently, that when 
the subject was broached to Health Com- 
missioner Dudley this morning he laughed 
at the idea and said it would be impossidie to 
yet the city to move, as it was now only by 
constant effort that enough money was re- 
ceived to run the institutions. 

One step has been made, however, in the 
case of the Work-house, which has nov a 
physician detalied to It, and much good has 
resulted. Now there is no reason, save false 
economy, to prevent the establishment 
of the ambulance corps. Doctors are exceed- 
ingly numerous In St. Louls, andthe quota- 
tions in consequence are way down, Active, 
competent and earnest young men just bulld- 
ing up reputations could bo secured for less 
than $100a month to take the positions, 
which they would attend to most careliully 
for the sake of the experience. 

DR. DALTON’S REPORT. 

The necessities have not been lost upon the 
Hospital Superintendents, and Dr. Dalton, 
now in charge of the City Hospital, has done 
all in his power to have the plan adopted, In 
his reports, mage to the Health Commis- 
sionerand by him submitted tothe Mayor 
and Council, the doctor has urged the case 
unceasingly.

Of course. as 
urged in my last report, an ambulance corps of phy- 
sicians would render invaluable aid in the say ing of 
human life by their timely service in the numerous 
cases where moments then are worth hours later on. 
Rut, in view of the probability. that 
such system will be inaugurated 
I would respectfully suggest that our 
lance drivers be required to get such small 
facts connected with the bistory of the case as hinted 
at above, points which need no medical knowledge 
and little, ifany, loss of time for their acquisition, 
but would be of immense assistance to us in arriving 
ata prompt understanding ofthe case. It is little 
short ofan outrage that dollars and cents should be 
considered in this connection, but this is exactly 
what prevents an ambulance corps of physicians 
being provided. St. Louls should be abreast with 
mer cities in this matter and not be always behind. 
1 would respectfully suggest that an effort be made 
to Induce the powers that be to make an appropria- 
tion for this purpose. 

Again I revert to the great necessity of an ambul- 
ance corps of physicians. Ihave persistently urged 
this iu every annual report but without avail, and 
set there is scarcely a need in the Health Depart- 
ment which is quite so glaring. In my last annual 
report 1 state

CLAIMS HE WAS CRUELLY TREATED. 


A Patient at the City Hospital Complains 
—Dr. Dalton’s Denial 


John Linton, who recently left the City Hos- 
pital, where he was under treatment for a 
fractured ankle for ‘nearly two months, 
claims that he was the victim of the most 
pronounced inhuman treatment during his 
stay there. He does not lay any blame on 
the Superintendent, Dr. H. C. Dalton, but he 
thinks something ought to be done 
with his assistant, Dr. Siebold, and 


one of the nurses, Miss Dutron. ‘‘When I 
was admitted to the hospital,’’ said Linton 
yesterday,‘‘I was put in the surgical ward up-. 
stairs and was attended by Drs. Siebold and 
Fuchs, both young physicians. I was badly 
crippled and for atime I got my meals up. 
stairs and they soon puta stop to this, and 
I was ordered to hobble down stairs on my 
crutches if I wanted to eat. 1 told 
the nurse, Miss Dutron, that I could not walk 
down stairs, and I was given to understand 
that if 1 did not walk down stairs Icould do 
without anything toeat. I did without any- 
thing to eat that day, and when driven by 
sheer hunger to go down stairs, I came 
within an ace of falling. Coming up. 
— crutch slipped and would have 
fallen, had not one ofthe detail caught and 
held me until I recovered myself. The detail 
out there is made up of patients who are well 
enough to get around and make themselves 
useful. Well, things ran along until about 
the middle of November, when Dr. Siebold 
put me out of the hospital before my ankle 
was nalf well. He had threatened to put 
me qut and he kept hig word. I went straight 
tothe City Hall and was sent back again. 
Dr. Siebold did not like this and I was put out 
again. Itold himI would come back again 
andsoldid. This made him mad and he 
asked who sent me back. I said Dr. Dudley, 
of course, and then he said Lou must bea 
great politician, Linton,to stand in with those 
big fellows down at the City Hall.’ I told him 
the people down there had some sense and 
humanity in them. After this I concluded to 
see Dalton. I told him howl was situated, 
but he was too busy that day to do anything. 
I went to see him again, and he said he 
would arrange things all right. He forgot 
about it, and I saw him again. He then 
ordered that I should bave my meals sent 
upstairs. When the nurse and young 
doctors heard about this they got mad and 
made things more unpleasant for me. When 
Iwas well enough to move about on my 
crutches I did not ask tohave my meals up- 
stairs, but went down with the rest. Even 
after Dr. Dalton ordered thatI should have 
my meals in the up-stairs room they made 
me go down stairs of do without. them. 
When my ankle ined me greatly 
I had to do without my meals, as Iwas un- 
able to goaown and climb up those stairs. 
I think my treatment out there was cruel to 
say the least, but _Idon’t think Dr. Dalton 
would have allowed it, ifhe knew what was 
going on. 

When told of Linton’s char against his 
assistant Dr. Dalton sad: t man Linton 
arr) a ¢ lies. We had our hands full of trouble 
with him during his stay in the institution. 
He was a chronic fault-finder and nothing 
pleased him. He told falsehoods to me about 
the assistant physicians and nursesand un- 
loaded a big stack of lies to them. He told 
them among other things that I had detailed 
him to keep an eye on them and report their 
doings to me, He to the 
hospital at a we were 
crowded to a It was 
in the midst ofthe pe season and the 
capacity of the hospital was tested toits 
utmost. Now when this man was really una- 
ble to get Bp and down stairs, he had his 
meals served up stairs on my order, but when 
Iknew he was ableto get around like the 
other patients in the surgical division I al- 
rected him to go to the dining room with the 

Dr. Siebold did not put him out 
hospital on his own authority 
but simply executed my order, The hospita 
was crowded,the manwas giving endless 
annoyance, and I thought him well enough 
to get out and find other quarters. He got 
back like others who receive their discharge 
from the hospital. They go tothe Dispen- 
sary and wait around there until they are 
sent out to us. The papers sent with them 
constitute the warrant for their admission, 
and we can do nothing else but receive them. 
We can if we see fit discharge a patient 
the day after he is admitted. 

Dr. David Nowlin, who was the senior as- 
sistant on the surgical side of the hospital 
during Linton’s stay, said that he was a very 
troublesome patient. He was sent out to 
us,“ he said. Last October, suffering from 
a fractured ankle, the result of 
a fight he had with somebody. I 
saw him ten minutes after he was received in 
the hospital and every day thereafter unt! 
he was discharged. For two weeks he stayed 
in bed and his meals were brought —4 to him. 
He was then considered able to get around 
and he was provided with a pair of erutches 
and walked about the ivision by an 
attendant. When he was able to descend the 
stairs he was sent down to his meals with one 
“ the detail with him to prevent any acci- 


t. The man was treated kindly and con- 
siderately, but he displayed no evidence 
whatever of gratitude, He was constantly 
complaining and threatening, and made him- 
self disagreeable to everybody who had any- 
thing to do with him.

They are the old passenger 
steamers of the late Amerfcan Line, which 
used to run from Philadeiphia under the con- 
trol of the Pennsylvania Railroad. The four 
lonesome steamers, about all that is left of 
the American transatiantic merchant 
marine, made twenty-five voyages daring the 
year. Great Britain has had the Mon’s share 
of the world’s carrying trade and no less than 
792 ship loads left this pert under the British 
flag last year.

GRIP EPIDEMIC, 


Reports Show a Slight Decrsase in Its 
Virulence. 

Cuicaco, III., Feb. 6.—Special dispatches 
from numerous points in Michigan and 
Indiana, indicate a slight cessation of the 
epidemic of grip that has prevalled through- 
out these States during the past two months. 
In number of places, however, the disease is 
raging with unabated strength. 

At Ann Arbor there are about 1,800 cases. 
Many of the most prominent citizens of the 
town anda considerable number of students 
and professors at the State University are 
among the sufferers. 

Upward of 3,000 cases of the disease are 
said to be in the county in ‘which Coldwater, 
Mich., is located. Bloomington and Shelby- 
ville, Ind., each report from 2 o 3, 
cases. At the latter place the death rate has 
been heavy comparatively, over 200 fatal re- 
sults being reported, i 

In the other towns, while the deaths are 
not as numerous as when the disease first ap- 
peared, andare confined almost wholly to 
the aged, the mortality is still so large as to 
excite alarm. Physicians express the belief 
that the worst is over and are confident of 
their ability to stay its ravages. |
